est land adjoining Die Cabinet Na- 
tional Forest to Mrs. Christie for 
$2500, to be paid in installments 
over a period of years. Until the 
entire purchase price was paid the 
bank was to retain title to the 
property, but, from the date of the 
transaction, Mrs. Christie was to 
have the right to its possession 
and use.

The bank made no attempt to 
control the fire, but the Supervisor 
of Ihe Cabinet National Forest dis- 
patched men and equipment lo the 
scene arid after more than a week 
of fighting, extinguished Ihe bla/.e 
al a cost of ?1,163.28. 


The stale slalule provided that 


the person or firm on whose prop- 
erty an uncontrolled or spreading 
forest fire exists is responsible for 
taking reasonable sleps lo control 
the fire and upon failure to do so 
becomes liable for the cost of ex- 
tinguishing' such fire. The United 
Stales sued Ihe bank and recovered 
judgment.

WHEREAS, for the past seventeen 


'ears the State of Arkansas has rec- 
ognized the principle that the cost of 
construclion and maintenance of pub-

the residents of cities and towns own- 
ng motor vehicles have contributed to 
the construclion of Ihe Slate High- 
way system and farm-to-market roads 
within the counties through the pay- 
ment of gasoline taxes; and 


WHEREAS, this principle has been 


extended to the financing of farm-to- 
market roads by an annual turn-back 
of a portion of the gasoline tax to 
counties; and 


WHEREAS, this principle has not 


been extended to cities and towns, 
and the financing of city streets has

WASHINGTON—The concentration 


of interest on the forthcoming primar- 
ies and elections which lately has been 
shown by Mr. Roosevelt and 
his 


friends is partly traceable to a fear 
lhal 1938, rather than 1940 may turn out 
lo be the last .stand of the New Deal. 


If F. D. R. is to control the Demo- 


cratic party when it undertakes to 
nominate hi.s .successor more than two 
years hence ho is going to need some- 
thing that con be hailed as a personal 
victory next November. 


To achieve that, he must identify 


himself with the campaign through 
certain definite issues. Moreover, he 
must assure the return to office of 
"loyal New Dealers" in Congress and, 
if possible, the defeat of conservative 
Denicornts who have fought Roosevelt 
Policies. 


A year ago, when tile battle over the 


Supreme Court reorganization plan 
was on, there was plenty of talk about 
punishment and reprisal. 
Roosevelt 


himself inspired much of it. But the 
voters who had returned him to office 
in 1936 never did get excited aboul lhal 
issue and Ihe President learned to his 
disappointment that he couldn't get 
them to punish senators simply be- 
cause he resented their agreement with 
him on that one point. At one time 
l:c had been almost convinced that 
any senator who opposed him on the 
Court issue was committing political 
suicide.

The Democratic party machinery is 
largely in the hands of men who have 
no great sympathy with Roosevelt's 
policies and objectives.

Under the circumstances it has not 


been difficult to convince Roosevelt 
lhal the silualion demands a certain 
mount of aggressiveness on his pail il 


he i.s to be the important force in 1940 
which he desires to be. His recent and 
subsequent public statements should 
be taken as intended lo influenct the 
political ;ind business situations, ruth- 
erlhan as cfforls to impress congress. 


It isn't easy to forecast the degree 


of success the President will have in 
the effort to retain political leadership 
He may even find his opponents so 
strong that he will feel compelled to 
"join "em."

Faced with a German ultimatum de- 


manding reorganization of the gov- 
ernment, 
the anti-Nazi chancellor, 


Kurt Schuschnigg, resigned. Presi- 
dent Wilhelm Miklas appointed Arthur 
Seysz-Inquart, Austria's Nazi leader, 
to succeed him. 


Earlier, Seysz-Inquart had sent a 


telegram to Hitler saying that the 
"provisional 
Austrian 
government" 


requested Germany to send troops as 
soon as possible to assist it in "pre- 
venting the shedding of blood." 


The new chancellor was one of five 


Nazi 
sympathizers 
included in the 


cabinet at Hitler's order February 15. 
He started formation of a cabinet 
which the Press Bureau said would 
give "thorough recognition to Na- 
tionalists." 


Austria Gives In 


Developments came after moves and 


counter-moves by Schuschnigg and 
the Nazi command. There was vio- 
lence throughout 
Austria Thursday 


and Friday. 
Early Friday German 


troops mobilized near the Austrian 
border. Austria likewise sent troops 
to danger points. Schuschnigg 
had 


his regular army of 70,000, but called 
out 100,000 reserves and 30,000 guards- 
men. 


Vienna and many Austrian 
cities 


were in turmoil, 
with 
Nazis and 


Schuschnigg supporters clashing over 
a plebiscite on Austrian independence 
which Schuschnigg had ordered for. 
Sunday. Nazis denounced it vehement- 
ly, contending it violated Schusch- 
nigg's 
agreement 
with 
Hitler 
at 


Berchtesg'aden February 12. 


As tension increased, Schuschnigg 


postponed the plebiscite indefenitely. 


Hitler's Ultimatum 


In a radio broadcast Schuselinigg 
said: 


"Today we have been confronted 


with a difficult and decisive situation. 
I am authorized to report to the- Aus. 
Irian people on events of the day. 


'"Die German government present- 


ed the federal (Austrian'1 president 
with an ultimatum with a time limit 
according to which he had to appoint 
as chancellor,a candidate wlic would 
he proposed to him and appoint a gov- 
ernment according to the dictates o£ 
the German Reich. Otherwise German 
troops would march into Austria at 
the hour named.

133 Ships Idle as 
Navy Plan Debated 


Decommissioned Destroy- 


ers Lying Idle in the 


Navy Yard 


PHILADELPHIA—(/!>)—While con- 


gress debntes spending additional mil- 
lions for new navel vessels, a "red 
fleet" of gaunt, silent warships is 
rusting its bottoms in the backwaters 
of the Philadelphia navy yard. 


These 
decommissioned 
destroyers, 


submarines and auxiliary craft—133 in 
all—constitute a major part of the 
navy's idle implements of war. Their 
berth is the navy's graveyard. 


Row on row, most of (hose iron- 


clad hulls' have been raising and clip- 
ping with the sluggish tide for 10 to 
12 years. 


Among them are Admiral Dewey's 


famous flagship, the Olympia; seven 
destroyers which were in European 
waters during the World war. and 
eight of the eagle boats built by Henry 
Ford. 


They represent an investment of mil- 


lions of dollars. Some will be dis- 
mantled and sold for junk. Some will 
be rocommissioned. All will become 
obsolete in a few years. 


Most of them were put out of com- 


mission because congress failed 
to 


provide money for upkeep and man 
power, officials explain. 


Seven of the 60 destroyers and all 


the eagle boats have been ordered 
scrapped, but work has been held up 
by a drop in the price of scrap steel. 


Stripped of their machinery and 


painted with red lead to retard cor- 
rosion, the ships are kept in a good 
state of preservation by a corps of 70 
engineers, carpenters and other crafts- 
men. 


In event of war, some could be put 


into operation on short order. Naval 
reserves could be called 
to man 


them. 


Sentiment saved the famed Olympia 


from the scrap heap. Recently there 
has been a movement among patriotic 
organizations to remove her to Wash- 
ington as an historic relic. 


Grim memories of war are brought 


back by the presence of the hospital 
ship Mercy, first American govern- 
ment vessel to enter a French harbor 
after the United S'tates entered the 
World war. Many wounded soldiers 
returned homo aboard her.
